It was a 
story about a young Palmahnik's 
love and his death in a clash with 
British Police while protecting the 
disembarkation of olim from an 
“illegal” ship. Why ia it that so 
Many young writers kill off their 
protagonists? Not merely because 
this Is an easy way for a writer to 
end his story. Death was real, and 
death of a comrade is a tremen- 
dous shock for the survivors. "We 
did not shed a tear, but our souls 
wept. A day will come and we 
shall be happy again. And we shall 
not remember you"’ — so wrote 
-poet 0. Hillel, a happy-go-lucky 
kibbutznik who loved nature and 
men, and for whom the above was 
as good as treason. 


NO GAME of worda was 
Literature for those young men, 
but a quest for Truth. They found, 
in the process, that the use of

publishing organizations where a 
newcomer could hope to print his 
efforts.

BILL OF FARE 


ONE OF THE many fast-food es- 
tablishments in Tel Aviv is the 
Burger Ranch in Rehov Ben 
Yehuda, opposite the ἘΠ Al 
building. 

The decor is standard fast food 
(counters and stools, with a few 
folding tables outside), with the 
menu inscribed on large knotty 
pine plaques. The latter are a 
rather unfortunate choice, as they 
serve to collect grease and dust, 
making the place even more un- 
savoury than necessary. 

In selecting a table, one has to 
decide between the cooking 
odours inside or the car fumeg on 
the sidewalk outside. We chose the 
latter. ᾿ 

As for the food itself, I chose a 
double ranchburger. This proved 
to be two fairly small meat patties 
of what one sign claimed was pure 
heef. I could not really tell if the 
sign was telling the truth or not. 

Over the meat was a puddle of 
mayonnaise and what I assume 
was the Burger Ranch's ‘“‘spectal 
barbecue sauce,” a preparation 
algo availabte in large plastica con- 
tainers, The sauce might best be 
described as a very sweet, slightly 
hot tomato ketchup.

ISRAELI WOMEN: The Reality Behind the Myth 


by Lesley Hazleton, was recently published by Simon & Schuster at $10.00 and 
serialized in The Jerusalem Post.

recognized and respected the 
differences, according to those 
who fulfil the functions of 
motherhood, a status no lower 
than that of the man who par- 
ticipates in the communal activity 
of prayer. This recognition is, 
after all, what underlies the ex- 
emption of women from the 
positive time-bound com- 
mandments: her own Internal 
sense of time is recognized as an 
adequate expression of her com- 
munion with the Almighty. 

The Eshet Hayyil (Woman of

ARAB POLITICS: The Search for 
Legitimacy by Michael Ο, Hud- 
son, New Haven and London, Yale 
University Presa.

THIS 18 a very ambitious book in- 


deed. Covering the entire Arab. 


world — 18 countries extending 
from Morocco to Kuwait — the 
author offera a study of Arab 
political behaviour in our time 
and a plausible interpretation of 
what to many of us seems to be a 
deep-rooted variety of political 
malaise. His main thesis is that 
the root of that malaise lies in the 
problem of legitimacy which he 
says all Arab regimes face. 
“Political legitimacy" is an In- 


diapensable source of authority: 


and political community, and the 
author marshals evidence to show 
that without it no government can 
hope to achieve stability or 
manage confilets, 

The shortage of legitimacy — 
the insufficient confidence people 
have in ruling structures, 
ideologies and leaders — accounts 
for what Dr, Hudson perceives as 
“the volatile nature of Arab 
politics and the autocratic, un- 
stable character of at! the present 
Arab governments." 


There is a wealth of evidence to 
support this thesis and the author, 
a not unsympathetic observer of 
the Arab scene himself, spares no 
one. He pceints out that when 
describing the contemporary 
style of politics in the Arab world 
today, the adjectives that im- 
mediately spring to mind are mer- 
curlal, hyperbolic, irrational, 
mysterious, uncertain and 
dangerous. 

“Arab politicians must operate 
in a political environment in 
which the legitimacy of rulers, 
regimes and the inatitutions of 
states themselves is sporadic and, 
at best, scarce."’ 

Under such conditions, 
seemingly irrational behaviour — 
such as assassinations, coups 
ἀ' διαὶ and official repression — 
may in fact derive from rational 
caloulations. If the behaviour of 
Arab politicians appears at times 
quixotic or even paranoid, "the 
{rrationality lies less within 
themselves than in their 
situation." 


IN TACKLING this intricate 
problem, Dr, Hudson offers what 
seems to be a new and far sounder 
approach compared to what 
Western students of the Arab 
world have been in the habit of 
offering. 

He rejects, for instance, the 


standard explanations rooted in 
the alleged “uniqueness" of the 
area itself or in the features of the 
so-called ‘“‘Arab mind'" Arab or 
Islamic ‘‘personality," or ‘'the 
Arab national character.” It is 
easy to demonstrate the unli- 
queness of Arab culture, but the 
author considers it fallacious to 
assume that this uniqueness 
necessarily shapes the political 
behaviour of Arabs. 

He therefore chooses to explain 
the malaise in terms of univeraal- 
ly applicable categories of 
analysis. It is his conviction that 
the legitimacy problem in the 
Arab world Is basically the same 
as that in most newly indepen- 
dent, rapidly modernizing states. 

Around this seemingly simple 
theme Dr. Hudson skillfully 
weaves a comprehensive survey 
of Arab politics in its many 
aspects, leaving almost no stone 
unturned. Aside from his in- 
troductory chapter on the 
legitimacy problem, he groups his 
material in two main parts. 

In the first, he takes the entire 
Arab world as the unit of analysis 
and discusses such leading topics 
in Arab political culture as the 
elements of Arab identity, 
cultural pluralism, the crisis’ of 
authority and:the effects of 
Western dominance and moder- 
nization. 

In the second part, he offers up- 
to-date case studies of each of the 
principal Arab countries and also 
touches on the Palestinian com- 
munity, showing how the different 
types of Arab regime have tried to 


cope with the problem of 
legitimacy. 

There are obviously many 
hazards in trying to cover such a 
vast amount of material in a 
single study, and some of the sub- 
sections and sections seem in- 
adequate. 

Despite such shortcomings, 
which arise largely trom the 
author's determination to cover 
the maximum amount of ground, 
Dr. Hudson has accomplished a 
difficult task. What students and 
the general reader alike will find 
most refreshing is the author's 
ability to combine lucid analysis, 
objective description and inoffen- 
siveness, There are, to be sure, 
words and adjectives which sound 
harsh and uncharitable; but it is 
always apparent that these do not 
have their origin in prejudice. 

Nor is the author unduly 
pessimistic about the future. 
While the Arab world of today is a 
hard place to govern, and while 


we are to expect continued tur- | 


bulence in Arab politics as a 
whole, there are encouraging 
signs, the most important of 
which is thé appearance of a 
generation better educated, more 
humane and more socially con- 
scious than the previous ones, 

Tt is here that Dr. Hudson sees 
some hope for the future — the 
prospect of meaningful, broad- 
based participation by the people 
in the political process in accor- 
dance with accepted procedures, 
so that governments will be more 
responsive and responsible to

FIRST time I was addressed 
ΟΝ waa in May 1940, when 
the British Secret Service called 
at the hostel for Jewish refugee 
children in London and asked to 
seo me.

The moment I heard that 
someone had called me Mister my 
curiosity rose. I stepped out into

as I had just turned 16, and faced 
the two gentlemen. 

“We are sorry to inform you, 
Sie’ (What a day — first Mister, 
now Sir!) ‘‘that under the 
Emergency Regulations...we 
have to arrest you." 

“A rest? What for a rest? I am 
not tired, I don't need a vacation."

“Detain you, sir."

barracks for the next few weeks. 
We filled out dozens of forms 
and made dozens of petitions to 
the authorities, claiming that 
Jews could not be classified 
enemy allens. But to no avail. 
Committees were formed: the 
committee of yeshiva students, a 
committee of German nationals of 
Polish origin, a committee of 
those just aged sixteen, and go on. 
We stood in line for our daily 
meals, were guarded by an elite 
corps of soldiers, filled in another 
dozen forms, walted, fretted, 
waited and made new friends. 
Then we were sent to the tent 
camp at Huyton, near Liverpool, 
where I made my first acquain- 
tance with salted herring and 
where I got my first lesson in the 
art of bartering. One salted herr- 
ing fetched two slices of cheese, 
two portions of good old English 
marmalade got a slice of bread. 
Since I disliked the bitter 
marmalade and abhorred the 
salted herring, my diet con-. 
sisted of tea, bread and cheese. 
-On we went to the Isle of Man, to 
Douglas, where we were housed in 
seaside hotels, two to a room with 
private facilities. The food was 
poor and very sparse, but the 
company we kept was royal. The

He not only shared a room but 
algo the apples and other fruits 
sent him by the Queen of England, 
his relative. And he taught me the 
saying, ‘An apple a day keeps the 
doctor away." 


WHAT A LIFE! Firat “Mister,” 
then ''Sir’’ and now an apple from 
the Queen served by a royal 
prince. And I was only sixteen. 
What a life ahead. 

We went swimming in the sea 
and filled in additional appeals. I 
learned how to mend socks (a 
farthing for a small hole) and a 
halfpenny for a larger hole) and 
earned enough to buy a small Cad- 
bury ctiocolate bar in the canteen. 
Soon some kosher food arrived in 
the camp, donated by the Jewish 
Community of Liverpool, 

Weeks passed and rumours 
were flying. We would be deported 
to Germany, Cuba, Canada, 
maybe even Australia, We had no 
radio, no newspapers, no outside 
contacts, but atill we somehow 
knew what was going on in the out- 
side world. Sometimes we found a 
newspaper page on the seafront, 
but then it always waa the sports 
page. But we knew somehow that 
the German armies were advan- 
cing in Hurope. 

And then suddenly, just before 
the usual meagre breakfast was 


served, we were told to pack our’ 


belongings and be ready at 9 a.m. 
Today when I travel abroad I 
take along a half-dozen shirts, a 


. fa i | a 


couple of suits and as 
socks as possible. Then, on the 
Iste of Man, I only had one spare 
pair of socks, just the shirt I was 
wearing, one pair of trousers and 
a jacket. I packed my spare shoes 
and a few handkerchiefs and my 
prayer book Into the satchel. Light 
and easy, that is the way to travel 
in comfort. 

We marched to the port, stared 
at by the local] inhabitants and by 
the tailless cats so well known on 
this Iale. We boarded a ferry and 
left for Glasgow. We disembarked 
there, and were led to a huge 
warehouse where hundreds of 
other internees were already 
assembled. I found a corner and 
soon feJl asleep, only to be woken 
almost immediately. 


I SAW our people boarding huge 
steamers and instinctively drew 
back. I had been so seasick on the 
crosaing to Glasgow that boarding 
a ship now was out of the question 
for me. And soon the doors of the 
warehouse were shut, I drew back 
to my cosy corner only to find it 
already occupied. . 

We waited all day and all night 
and it was cold, but we had enough 
hot tea and enough food. The next 
morning we rose early, folded the 
blankets which had been provid- 
ed, joined the prayer session of 
the many Hasidim and yeshiva 
students among us, ate the rations 
which were then distributed, and 
stood in line to be counted and 
counted again. 

And soon our turn came. We left 
the warehouse, marched to the 
waiting Polish passenger liner 
Sobiersky, were frisked by the 
guards, and assembled in the 
large dining room. 

T do not know why I and a few 
other youngsters had to sleep the 
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of 10 days of the crossing to Canada 


on the bare floor in the bar. The 
older people had cabina all to 
themselves and we, eight or nine 
youngsters, had the ship's bar as 
our domain. 

But we were lucky. We crossed 
the Atlantic in a very well guard- 
ed convoy. One of the Empresses, 
carrying British children to the 
U.8., and another passenger liner 
were guarded by.a cruiser and a 
couple of destroyers right up to St. 
Johns in Newfoundland. 

An earlier ship, that which I had 
just missed the day before, the ill- 
fated Andorra Star, was sunk by 
German U-boats with the losa of 
many lives, and another liner had 
Jeft that same morning with a 
boatload of internees to far away 
Australia. 

We discovered that the hold of 
our liner was packed with cap- 
tured German airmen and other 
prisoners of war. I remember that 


‘chilling moment when those 


prisoners, on their twice-a-day 
alring on the deck, passed our 
queue and an airman recognized 
his Jewish school pal, embraced 
him and muttered, ‘Teddy, what 
are you doing here?" 

Yes, what were we doing there? 
We were all civilians, mostly 
Jewish, many rabbis, yeshiva 
students, professors, businessmen 
and youngsters. Nor could we then 
understand that our classification 
was changed to ‘'Prisoners of 
War, Second Class.” Later, much 
later, our Canadian guards told 
us that England had an agree- 
ment with Canada that during 
war-time Canada must receive all 
prisoners of war. And who cared 
at that time If we were First or Se- 
cond Class prisoners? The main 
thing was that England had got 
‘rid of us.
